PRIORITIES : 

TWO PHASES 

1 - Work for Ambassador 

2 - Attache, Mil. observer mil. reporter, and

2 - Station to Station (Place to Place) 

3 - Time to Time 

EXAMPLES : (Time) 

* Typical = 50% to 70% collector

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(BACK TO) TOP PRIORITIES 


(the totals of everything Attache does as 
Uniformed Representative of USA at Posts 
Overseas) [ie.

1 - Sensitivity - Intercultural appreciations 

while serving abroad, by 
Attaches 

2 - Salesmanship - Explanation of who you are 

and what you are doing there 
as a uniformed American 

(BACK TO) SENSITIVITY 

- Americans outgoing, positive, come on strong 
and loud (even in foreign languages) 

- Attache is himself but should also be quiet, 
and good listener, flexible and good learner. 

- (Relates) 3 experiences on this point from 
service in Vietnam and elsewhere (plus little 
vignette about film he made in Hollywood) 

(BACK TO) SALESMANSHIP 


- Story about experiences at Ft. Bragg and 

quizzing advisors on whether they had copy of 
US Constitution, Declaration of Independence 
and Bill of Rights (or could talk about these 
at length) 
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- Articulation in abstract about who Attache 
is and what he stands for. 

- (Relates) a detailed story about service in 
Burma (WWII) and the proper motivation by 
word and example to indigenous Burmese who 
helped the Allied cause. Reference directly 
to young lad who as Aide-de-Camp, lead Scout 
and Consultant helped "Lt. Wilson" to 
accomplish the mission and in the end, paid 
with his life. Dramatic reference to those 
past events in time as a precept to keep in 
mind as the way to look at things today.
